CHURCH'S 106TH ANNIVERSARY,

First Congregational Church of Ben-
nington to Celebrate in December,

Karly in December the First Congre-
gitional churel in Bon ington town-
ship, which has the double distinetion
of heing the first church bulit in the
state of Vermont and the tation
of being the -most beautiful example
of eoloninl church  wrchitecture in
northern New England, will celebrate
its 108th anniversary.

The Bennington church is famous ull
over the country. It is loeated on the
heights at the western side of the
township overlooking Benmington vil-
lnge.

The First church was organized in
1762, during the first week of Decem-
her. This was before the state of
Vermont had become a separate state,
and while it was » part of New Hamp-
shire,

In connection with its construction,
there i= an interesting legend. In the
days when the Bennington folk decided
that they must have w church there
wis hut ‘one book on church architec-
ture in the whole then existing state
district, nnd this was owned by an
architect in Bennington. The local
folk studied the book nnd devised the
church after suggestions contained in

After the ehurch was built it be.
vame famous throughout the district
and eoon other townships wanted to
build aoid sent to Bennington to bor-
row the book. Bennington informed
them they wounld have to come and do
their studies in architecture on the
